school rolis amounting only to 68.9, the lowest 
figure for several years. ealth conditions im- 
proved in the second quarter of 1919, and the 
attendance and work of the ools became 
more regular. As stated in our last annual re- 
port, the paper says, the Commissioners made 
representations to the Irish Goverment in 1918 
with a view to securing certain amendments in 
the statutes relating to school attendance, and 
proposals have been embodied in the Education 
(ireland) Bill recently presented to Parliament. 
, Until legislation on the lines suggested is en- 
acted there is little probability of any substan- 
tial increase in the regularity of attendance at 
the National Schools, How great ie the need 
for improvement will be seen from the fact that 
while there are about 700,000 pupils enrolled in 
the schools, only about 500,000 of these are in 
average daily attendance, so that there are up- 
wards of 200,000 children absent: from school 
every day of the year. The outbreak of hostili- 
ties in August, 1914, necessitated the temporary 
suspension of grante for the erection and en- 
largement of schoolhouses and teachers’ resi- 
dences, As soon as hostilities came to an end

LITTLE PROGRESS. 

The Committee much regret that at a time 
when far-reaching reforms and developments 
have been secured in the educational systems of 
Gireat Britain there is. little progress to chronicle 
in the conditions in Ireland. The very inade- 
quate increases in the teachers’ salaries secured 
by what is known as the “Duke Grant,” in

At the time of the accident, the submarines 
attached to the Atlantic Fijeet, including the 


ships of the Fleet. “kt is established that th® 
K 5 dived at 11.30 a.m. at a normal angle and 
Fhé was seen on the surface 
again at 11.44 a.m., and dived again at once. 
She was never seen again. There was at the 
time no reason to suppose that the K 5 was in 
dificulties or that an accident had occurred. 
Shortly after 2 o’clock she was called, but did 
not answer her call-sign. Search was accord- 
ingly instituted by H.M.S. Inconstant and the 
other submarines of the K class. At 5.42 p.m., 
approximately, one anda half miles from the 
diving position a large patch of oi! and some 
wreckage were discovered. The wreckage was 
identified as belonging io the K 5. Destroyers 
were sent by the Commander-in-Chief to as- 
sist in the search, and H.M.S. Inconstant and 
the destroyers remained in ihis position all 
night. No bodies were recovered. 

The actual cause of the.loss of the submarine 
cannot be ascertaimed in the absence of any 
survivors, and no blame can be attributed to 
anyone in the matter. It is established from 
the evidence that she was not sunk by collision 
with any other vessel. The wreckage picked up 
furnishes no evidence as to the cause of the

COUNTY COUNCILS IN DEFAULT —In tne 
Court of Appeal, before the Lord Chancellor, Lord 
Justice Ronan, and. Lord Justice O'Connor, the case 
of James Murphy, applicant, and the County Council 
of Wexford, respondents, was argued on an appeal 
by way of a case stated, at the reqiest of the ap- 
plicant, by Mr. Justice Gibson at the Wexford Sum- 
mer Assizes, 1920. The case came before Mr. Jus- 
lice Gibson on an appeal by the applicant in re- 
spect of the malicious destruction of a police barrack 
at RBallybrazil, Co. Wexford, and was based on 
alleged insufficiency of the amount, £420, awarded 
by the County Court Jndge. The barrack, waich 
had been vacated on the 14th November, 1919, 
was burned on the 13th May, 1920. The question 
for the decision of the Court new was—Was ap- 
plicant entitled to have his compensation assessed 
on the basis that it was determined by the cost of 
rebuilding, irrespective of what the value of the 
premises was if they had remained uninjured? If 
the question was answered affirmatively the sum of 
£1,200 was to be substituted for £420 awarded ‘by 
the order under appeal, with £135 10/- costs and £5 
expenses. If answered negatively, the order was 
to be affirmed without costs of appeal. Mr. 8. L. 
Brown, K.C.,; Mr. William Gibsen, K.C., and Mr. 
Joseph Mooney appeared for the appellant. 
County Council of Wexford was not represented. 
The Lord Chancellor said that the more they saw 
in that Court of these cases the more convinced 
they were of the misfortune of not havins' cheve 
cases properly resisted. It was really very difficult 
for the Court, without such assistance, to be at all 
satisfied that their decisions were consistent with 
the law. This particular case was only an illustra- 
tion of one of several that they had had before 
thém. There were hundreds of thousands of 
pounds depending on these decisions. The Court 
reserved judgment. 

DERRY COMPENSATION CASE.—In the Court 
of Appeal the Lord Chancellor,’ Lord Justice Ronan, 
and Lord Justice O’Connor had again before thém 
the case of Mathew Dechan, applicant, and the 
Corporation of Derry respondents, for the purpose 
of fixing the area of charge for the levying of the 
sum of £200 which the Court had already awarded 
the applicant, a shipyard worker, as compensation 
for malicious injuries. The matter had come origi- 
nally before the Court on a “case stated” by Mr. 
Justice Dodd on the hearing of an*appeal from a 
decision of the Recorder of Derry, who had dis- 
missed the applicant’s claim for compensation for 
personal injuries inflicted upon him by a rifle shot 
in the course of a riot in the streets of Derry on the 
19th of April last. The ground on which the Re- 
corder dismissed the claim was that there was no 
evidence to show by whom the shot was fired, the 
only evidence being that the shot which caused 
the injuries came from a riotous crowd. This find- 
ing was affirmed by Mr. Justice Dodd, who “stated” 
the case for the Court of Appeal; and the latter 
decided that, having regard to the new Act dealing 
with claims for criminal injuries, the applicant was 
entitled to recover, and awarded him ‘ 
Court now directed that the amount awarded should 
be levied off the County Borough’ of Derry.

ST. ULTAN’S CHAMBER MUSIC 
CONCERTS. 


Yesterday the St. Ultan’s Chamber~ Music 
Concerts were resumed with so good a pro- 
gramme that, despite the rain and ite effect on 
the attendance, the afternoon proved high! 
enjoyable. The Bach ‘Suite for “Cello only” 
one rarely hears, and Mr. Joseph Schofield, 
who played three movements from it, delivered 
them with a real sense of their musical valine. 
Tone and gradations of expression made the 
work a valuable study, all easily distinguishable 
through the absence of accompaniment, It is 
as a corollary to musical study that one wei- 
comes these concerts. We are beginning to 
learn through writers as divergent as Daicroze 
and Stewart Macpherson, that the actual and 
constant hearing of good music is absolutely 
essential to its prover study and assimilation ; 
so that it was good to learn that students from 
all Schools of Music are invited to attend this 
course at half the advertised fee. The Grieg 
“Sonata for Cello and Piano” was played 
under difficulties, happily not too apparent, as 
both instruments ably brought out the 
romantic expression which pervades all Grieg. 
But the ‘cellist had misiaid his score, and 
played from the piano part, which made the 
tension somewhat disturbing. In the piano 
Mrs. Duncan gave happy touches to the wealth 
of harmonic colour, the concluding phase, with 
ite heavy demands, being brought out with 
“ae finish, 

t. D. ffrench-Mullen played the “ Ballade in 
(Chopin) and Glasounow’s “‘ Grand 
Valee de Concert.” It was in the last that his 
grasp of rhythm made for such life and 
variety. The returning theme-work was pre- 
sented each time afresh, and the embroidery 
interludes kept in delightful control, Glasounow 
does not give ua much idea of Russian national 
music, but is always charming as a “ pure 
music exponent.

IRISH HEALTH REFORMS. 


INTERVIEW WITH SIR E. CORY 
BIGGER. 

Sir Edward Coey Bigger, senior medical officer 
of the Local Government Board, and Chairman 
of the Irish Council of Health, in the course 
of an interview yesterday with a representative 
of the Irish Times on the general question of 
health administration in this country, said :— 
“ As regards the general health conditions of 
the country, there are certain reforms which 
are urgently required. First of all, it is desir- 
able that the local health administration should 

put on a county basis, with the county 
medical officers in charge. That would mean 
that the whole local administration of hospitals 
sanatoria, dispénsaries, and asviums should be 
vested in the one authority, which should be 
the county council, or a committee of the 
county council. This would mean that the 
treatment of all forms of sickness would be 
separated from the poor law administration. 
Then the dispensary medica] service might be 
re-organised, and the status of the medical 
officers improved. 


POWERS OF LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 


“All adoptive Acts relating to infectious 
diseases a tuberculosis sheuld be made man- 


datory. This means that the Infectious Diseases 


Notification Act and the Infectious Diseases Pre- 
vention Act are only operative when adopted by 
the local sanitary authority. Some sanitary 
authorities have adopted the Acts, while a 
neighbouring sanitary authority may not have 
done so, with the result that you do not get 
the full benefit of the legislation in ihe same 
way as if notification were general, because a 
disease might be spread fron a district where 
it was not notifiable to an adjoining district 
where it wae notifiable.

What we are looking for is further 
research work. ‘The facilities for research in 
Ireland have been rather limited, and are not 
co-ordinated.

‘GERMANY MUST PAY HER 
DEBT. 


A Reuicr's telegram from Paris yesterday 
states—In a statement to the Chamber and the 
Senate to-day, M. Briand said the Ccisarma- 
ment question had heen settled to France's en- 
tire satisfaction. 

Referring to reparations, M. Briand said that 
the French Government had decided on obtain- 
ing, first, the immediate payment of a figure 
as high as possible; and second, on enabling 
the nations who were creditors of Germany to 
Benefit by her econdémic recovery, in order to 
avoid the immoral spectacle of the enrichment 
of the vanguished at the expense and ruin of 
the victorious. The French Government, he 
said, had in nowise renounced the possibility of 
obtaining from Germany, if she recovered eco- 
nomically, the total payment of her debt. The 
Reparations Commission, in conformity with the 
Treaty, would fix the total before May 1 

M. Briand said that the Allies had arrived at 
an agreement on the Near East question, ana 
it had been decided to convoke a Conference 
in London. " 

M. Briand's statement was listended to m 
profound silence, but there were loud cheers at 
the finish, only the Left Deputies refraining 
from joining in the cheers, As soon as he had 
finished, the sitting was suspended in order that 
he might make an identical statement to the 
Senate. This done, M. Briand returned to the 
Cyuamber and interpellations began. 

The first speaker was M. Margaine, Deputy of 
the Marne, whe expressed the view that they could. 
not have done better, although he criticised the 
path by which an agreement had been reached. 

Tardieu, who followed, ¢ontrasted the 
Treaty of Versailles with the Paris agreement. 
The Treaty of Versailles, he said, provided for 
the payment of the entire amount of the re- 
parations. The Paris agreement makes the 
recovery of this sum impossible. What, then, 
becomes of the engagements undertaken? What 
wil} our people say when for our pensions alone 
the sum of 58,000 millions francs is required, and 
143,000 million francs for damage “done, or ~ 
total of 201,000 million francs? 

Continuing, M. Tardieu said that if the Paris 
agreement remains on paper, and without im- 
mediate effect for us, the sacrifice that we con- 
sent to make will have been useless. That is 
the whole problem. (Cheers.) M. Tardieu then 
dealt, one after the other, with the penalties 


provided for in the ‘Treaty of Ver- 
sailles or its annexes, particularly those 
for prolonging the occupation of German 
territory on the left bank of the Rhine 


and the setting up of a specia] Customs régime,

From information which reached Dublin last 
evening it appears that an engagement of con- 
siderable dimensions took place between police 
and civilians in the neighbourhood of Ross- 
carbery, County Cork, on Wednesday afternoon. 
Full details are not yet to hand, but the 
following facts reported from official sources 
give some of the main outlines of the affair. 

It seems that the police of the district ob- 
tained information on the afternoon of Wednes- 
day that civilians were cotcentrated at Bur- 
gatia, one mile south-east of Rosscarbery. A 
force of about 20 policemen set off at once 
from Rosscerbery Station to dislodge them, and 
a force also came to assist from Clonakilty. 
The Rosscarbery force arrived at Burgatia 
at about 4.30, and were fired Rá 
from both sides of the road by about 200 rebels. 

The police took cover smartly and éngaged 
their attackers, gradually closing in upon them 
from two sides, north and east, towards the 
house of a resident named Thomas Kingston. 
This house had been commandeered by the 
attackers at 8 o'clock on the previous night end 
jts occupants kept prisoners. A fierce battle 
followed between the rebels and the police 
force, who were. now joined by the Clonakilty 
police. At least six of the rebels were seen to 
fall, apparently mortelly wounded, but they 
were carried away by their comrades.

£2,400 TAKEN IN DUBLIN 
‘STREET. 

A dating highway robbery was perpetrated 
in Dublin shorily before noon yesterday, when 
Mr. Piunket, Paymaster, Dublin and South-

two armed men and deprived of a handbag 
containing a sum of about £2,400, intended for 
the payment of employés’ wages. :

DEAD CIVILIANS TAKEN AWAY IN 
BOATS. 


Our, Skibbereen Correspondent telegraphs :'— 
About 4.30 on Wednesday afternoon 18 police- 
men in motor lorries were ambushed at Bur- 
gatia, Rosscarbery, 12 miles from here, near 
the house of Thomas, Kingston, J.P., which was 
commandeered on the previous night by Sinn 
Feiners, and where they had firmly entrenched 
themselves. The police, under Head Constable 
Downes, responded with rifle fire, and a fierce 
battle followed till the arrival of military . re- 
inforcements from - Clonakilty, when . the 
ambushers were routed with, it is stated, 
severe casualtics. They are reported to have 
lost six dead and several wounded, and left 
behind them large quantities of material 
such as blankets, trench coats, six rifles, am- 
munition, bandoliers, etc. The ambushers, who 
numbered about one hundred, neglected the pre- 
caution of cutting the telegraph wires between 
Clonakilty and Skibbereen and obstructing the 
roads, and, consequently, police assistance from 
these towns was easily sbeatned: When the 
Skibbercen reinforcements arrived in lorries and 
a.comamandeered private motor car the fight 
had ended. So intense was the, firing that it 
was distinctly heard nine miles away. he

The police and 
military left Skibbereen at 10 o'clock on Wed- 
nesday morning for the scene of the ambush, 
where they were joined by forces from Clona- 
kilty and Dummanway, who are searching the 
whole countryside. No arrests have been re- 
ported so far. 


A REGULAR BATTLE. 


Our Cork Correspondent states that over five 
hundred. civilians were in conflict with about 
one hundred of the military and police. On 
Tuesday night at eight o’clock the rebels con- 
centrated from al] parts of West: Cork and 
* commandecred’’’ the house of Mr. Thomas 
Kingston, J.P., situated a mile south-east of 
Rosscarbery. At the time the Very Rev. the 
Dean of Ross (Mr. Becher) was on a visit to 
the family, and he, with the entire family, was 
imprisoned and treated harshly. It is believed 
that the object of this extraordinary concentra- 
tion was the destruction of the Rosscarbery 
R.1.C..Barrack, with its little garrison of brave 
men. A large number of Sinn Feiners remained 
in Mr. Kingston’s house during the night, whilst 
the greater portion of the Republicans encemped 
around the house, dug trenches, and made cover 
for the coming battle. During the night they 
were reinforced by further parties of armed 
men. 

ARRIVAL OF REINFORCEMENTS. 

About three o’clock on Wednesday the police 
received information of the intended attack, and 
hurriedly summoned help from the police head- 
quarters at Bandon, and Cork and the neigh- 
bouring stations ' rushed ” parties in lorries to 
the scene. The Republicans became aware of 
this, and went into ambush in order to surprise 
the police forces, lining the entrenchmenis on 
each side of the road along which they would 
have to pass. 

The moment that the forces of the Crown ap- 
peared they opened fire on them, and the latter 
replied, and thus the battle opened. It con- 
tinued until darkness set in. The police and 
military gradually closed in on their assailants, 
and when darkness eame they had them almost 
surrounded. Both parties used rifles, revolvers, 
and bombs, and the quiet countryside was 
thrown into a state of terror. . The police killed 
six of the Republicans and wounded many 
others. They escaped themselves without any 
casualties. 

MATERIAL CAPTURED. 

Daring the night the civilians managed, to 
withdraw from Mr. Kingston's house, and the 
police entered to find that the Dean of Ross 
and Mr. Kingston and his family had been im- 
prisoned since 8 p.m. on Tuesday night. The 
police captured bedding, coats, bombs, rifles, 
ammunition, and other war equipment, which 
had been feft behind by the attacking party 
during their retreat.

He shook hands with, and 
congratulated them on the fight they had put 
up.

DREADFUL AFFAIR IN

AMBUSHED AND SHOT 
DOWN. 


ARMS AND AMMUNITION 
, SEIZED. | 
Last night General Headquarters in 
Dublin issued the following statement :— 
Two police cars were ambushed near 
Pallasgreen, County Limerick, to-day 
at’ 2.350 o'clock. 
Nine policemen were killed and two were 
seriously wounded. 
There were no rebel casualties. 


A message from Limerick at a late hour last 
night stated that the pcuce, who travelled in 
two lorries, belonged'‘to the Limerick City 
Force. 

They were within about three miles of New 
Pallas when they were attacked by a large party 
of armed men, who were concealed near the 


road. 

The ambush had been prepared near a turn 
in the road, and when the two cars reached it 
a deadly fire was opened from both sides of the 
road, volley after volley being poured into them. 

Barricades had been placed across the road 
so that the cars could not get away, and they 
were thus caught in a trap. . 

The police were completely taken by surprise, 
and most of the casualties were sustained in the 
opening volieys. 

Nine of them were killed on the spot, and at 
least one other was severely wounded. 

When the small force had been overpowered 
the attackers came out om’ the road and seized 
the arms and ammunition of their victims, as 
well as everything that they carried in their 
pockets. 

It was reported in Limerick that some of the 
bodies showed signs of having been mutilated. 

" Large parties of soldiers and police drove out 
from. Limerick yesterday afternoon, and had 
not returned up to a late hour. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Intelligence reached Limerick this evening, 
says our Limerick Correspondent in a telegram 
last night, that a party of police were ambushed 
on the main road between Dromkeen and New 
Pallas to-day. Partic ulars 60 far are meagre, 
but it appears that two lorries of -police were 
heavily fired upon. 

The leading car, which carried Distriet In- 
spector Sampson, New Pallas, and a number of 
men, got through the fire, it is stid, but nbthing 
so far is known as to the fate of the othe? car. 

Word. was sent to Limerick, and a large party 
of police left for the scene cf the ambush, 

Later it was reported in the city that the two 
lorries were caught in the fire of the attackers, 
and that either four or nine policemen were 
killed. The number of injured is not known.

ASSAILANT DISARMED,

An exciting scene was witnessed in the 
D.B.C. Restaurant, Dame street, Dublin, yes- 
terday afternoon, when an attempt was made 
to shoot an Army officer who was having tea at 
the time with a friend.

MR. ASQUITH AND THE GOVERN- 
MENT’S POLICY. 


Under the auspices of the East Wolveriam 
ton Liberal Association, Mr. Asquith last night 
addressed a meeting of between two and three 
thousand in the Drill Hall, Wolverhampton. 
Mr. George Thorne, M.P., presided, and Mrs. 
Asquith, was present. 

* Referring to Ireland, Mr. Asquith said that 
they were told that the outburet was spending 
itself, that the assassins were “on the run,” and 
that after a few months of martial law Iréland 
would be reduced to. a position of peace and 
order. Unbarpily that was not the case, and 
if they read what had happened during the 
last week-end they would have abundant evi- 
dence—melaacholy and shameful evidenee—that 
civil war in its acutest and most barbarous 
forms was etill devastating that country. The 
condition of Ireland was am unspeakable and 
unprecedented blot, not only on the fair fame, 
but on the prudent statesmanship of Great 
Britain. 

PENALTIES UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 

Bad as the estate of. things was it was 
getting worse Sir John sSimon—(cheers)— 
"ee out only thai day the case of a man who 

ad been tried, convicted, “and shot by the 
sentence of a court-martial for having in his 
possession a loaded revolver. No other charge 
had been brought against him. Under this 
system of so-called martial law new offences 
were being created and new penalties exacted. 
Those elementary liberties; which even in the 
days of Charles the First—even in the worst 
days of our history—Englishmen and Scotsmen 
never consented to part with, were now flouted 
and disregarded as though they had no moral 
existence or sanction at all. Then there was the 
case of the burning of Cork. It was burnt 
down, so far as they knew, by the agents of the 
Executive. The report of the inquiry held was 
not given to the world. Why? (A Voice— 
“They are afraid.”) Because the results were 
of such a kind that it was considered ineon- 
venient, at any rate, to disclose -them to the 
public of Great Britain and Ireland. That, de- 
clared Mr. Asquith, is an intolerable state of 
things.

SIR E. CARSON AND HER

NURSING THE BABY 
PARLIAMENT. 


Our Belfast Correspondent telegraphe:~ 
Sir Edward Carson, addressing his constituents 
in Duneairn Division, Belfast, last evening, said 
that he was afraid that what was going on in 
the South and West of Ireland almost made 4 
man asbanied of being an Irishman. Murder, 
assassination, outrage—purposeless murder. 
Murder of innocent men, poor policemen who 
were trying to keep the peace for the happi- 
ness of everybody’; gf police officers, trying t 
do their duty to their King, was purposelces 
murder, because it could lead to nothing but 
disaster and disgrace. Oh! that men worst 
realise that even before they were Irishmen or 
Britishers they were Christians. (Hear, hr.) 
What they expected to gain by this horrib.o 
drama which wae being enacted in those farts 
he did not know. They said a republic; but o 
republic baptised in infamy and blood what 
an ideal in the twentieth century, 4 republic 
of which the founders should be murderers 
and assassins! What blessings of heaven could 
they ex upon the country they professed ** 
love? That wae the Ireland he read of from 
day to day on the other side of the water, and 
that wae the Ireland the world was learning of; 
but, thank God, there was another Ireland in 
the North—(aprlause)—another Ireland which 
saw that its closest and dearest interests were 
bound up with Great Britain, which hed 
colonised with Christianity and all the ideals 
of civilisation, the greater part of the in- 
habited globe. One might be ashamed of being 
‘an. Irishman, but one wad proud to be con- 
nected with Ulster, and proudest of all to be 
a Britisher. 

A CLEAN NATION. 

They talked of Ireland a nation, but he 
suggested to those who used that phrase that 
it be a elean nation if it were a nation at 
all. But, continued Sir Edward, |! hope 
in my heart—I hope and pray—that peace may 
soon come to Ireland. All that is going on does 
no goed to anyone. Whom does it help? What 
does it help? What cause does it help? I say 
to those men, whoever they are, who are ab 
the back of the movement. “Call a halt, and 
take conference with your God.” 


THE BELFAST DISTURBANCES 

Continuing, Sir Edward said that he was 
anxious that the first words he should say in 
Uister should be addressed to his constituents 
in Duncairn, which he regarded as his Ulster 
home. If he had not been able to visit them 
more eften it was due to his work in Parlia- 
ment, for Parliament was a hard task-master 
last session, particularly for the member for 
Duncairn. e had to be constantly on the 
watch to see what was being said about them. 
He often heard that they were slaughtering ail 
the Catholics in Belfast—(laughter)—and that 
they would not let a man work because he was 
a Roman Catholic. He asked if they heard any- 
thing about Sinn Fein, about murder, or about 
disloyaity,‘ and they replied no, that it was 
because they are Catholics. Then, said Sir 
Edward, I told them it was a lie. . (Applause.) 
I believe—and I hope what I say is true—I be- 
lieve no one wants to interfere with any man, 
woman, or child so long as they are loyal sub- 
ects of His Majesty. (Applause.) [ should 
be ashamed to lead a' party who  per- 
secuted any man for his religion, just as 
I would not tolerate any man persecuting me 
because of mine. He had to watch the conr- 
try, and watch the Press. No one had a 
greater respect for the Press, even if they 
0 him, so long as it was honest; but he 
did not like a Press that was alwaye waniing 
to do mischief, or a Press which took up an 
attitude of personal vendetta, either towards 
so humble a person as the Prime Minister, 
who, of course, could not take care of himself, 
or euch a great person as he (Sir Edward), who 
could always take care of lrimself. 


THE HOME RULE ACT. 

Referring to the Government of Ireland Bill, 
which he said had become law, fer good or 
evil, it was in the lap of the gods, and they 
were not prophets. If was the law of the 
land, and they must make the best of it. They 
and he never asked for it, and they never 
wanted or believed in Home Rule im any 
shape or form. In the old form, in which 
Mr. Asquith put it upon the Statute Book, they 
were prepared to fight against it, because it 
not only deprived them of their position in the 
United Kingdom, but claimed power to put 
them under a Sinn Fein Parliament in Dublin. 
That, they said, no Government on earth had 
the right to do, or could do, and they. would 
not a t . .. The situation under 
the present Act was different. For one thing, 
they were not put under a Sinn Fein Parlia- 
ment in Dublin, but were told they could 
govern themselves, and nobody was ever mad 


enough, some told them they 
could vern themeelves, to fight against 
it. refore, he advised the people 
of North-East Ulster, and he never 


felt any doubt of the ce he gave, that 
when they were offered the right of gévermine 
themselves, it was their duty to accept that 
offer. But while that closed a chapter im the 
history of Ulster—if it closed it—not with an 
absolute victory for Ulster, it closed it, at all 
events, with this declaration on behalf of Great 
Britain, and indeed, he believed, on behalf of 
the whole Empire, that the services of Ulster in 
the past been such, and her loyalty and 
urogrees had been such, that no Government, 
for political or other purposes would have thé 
right to take away her independence, and place 
her under a Government which she would abhor 
and detest. Ulster remained, as she always had 
been, unconquered and unconquerable. 


THE NEW CHAPTER. 


But the new chapter opened, and, as his 
foreword, he would say that it was the most 
important chapter that had yet been written 
in the history of Ulster. It brought heme to 
their doors, not through some office in Dublin. 
all that was necessary for their happiness and 
well-being ; it gave them great opportunities if 
they got on right limes. Above al] things, lev 
them remember that when ‘he “ appointed 
day ' came, and when the Parliament was about 
to be born, it would be a very little one—ali 
babies were small more or less.

You 
must give him time. Do not choke 


the infant. (Laughter.) You need time and 
will get it all right in time if you select the 
right men, but if you pull one way, aw arm 
here, and a leg there, you will pull the child 
to pieces. . That was not the way of Ulstermen 

Ulsterwomen. They had great trust. Let 
them remember that why they won in the past 
was because of the two great qualities—unity 
and courage. He trusted that they would give 
to their leader in.the local Parliament exact!y 
the same loyalty that they gave to him. Let 
there be no disagreements in their ranks, but 
let there be ‘discipline. In conclusion. Sir 
Edward said that he had not come to Ulster:io 
say gvod-bye. It was quite true that he could 
not, at his age, undertake all that would be 
necessary im connection with the organisation 
of the departments of the new Parliament, but 
they would have twé fronts—one in Ulster and 
one at Westminster—and he would undertake, 
if .Duncairn wanted him, to hold the front at 
Westminster, and, working in close co-operation 
with their leader in Ulster, he believed they 
would bring about a closer unity with Great 
Britain than ever they had in the past,
